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C A Proclamation for reſtraintof F iſhing vpon His 


Mateſties Seas and Coaſts without Licence. 


Hereas Our Father of bleſſed memory King IAM Es, did in the 


[| (euenth peere of His reigne of Gꝛeat Briceainc, fet fozth a Pzoclamation 
touthing Fifhing ;wherebp foz the many impoztant reaſons therein 
/[ )| expeſſed, all perſons, of what Nation oz quality ſoeuer (being not 
Vis naturall bozne Subiects) were reſtrained from Fiſhing vpon 
any the Coaſts and Seas of Gꝛeat Bricraine, Ireland, andthe reſt of che 
Illes adiatent, where moſt vlually heretofoze Fiſhing had been, vntill 
they had oꝛderly demanded, and obtained Licences from Our ſaid 
Father, oz His Commiſſioners in chat behalfe, vpon patne of ſuch 
a chaſttſement as ſhould be fit to be inflicted vpon ſuch wufull Offen- 
? dozs : Since which time, albeit, neither Our ſaid Father, noꝛ Dur 
Selfe haue made any conſiderable exetution of the ſaidPzoclamation, but hane with much pa⸗ 
tience expected a voluntary tonfoꝛmity of Our Neighbours and Allies, to ſo inſt and reaſonable 
Pꝛohibitions and Directions as are contained in the lame. . 

And now finding by experience, that all the inconueniences which occaſioned that Pzoclama- 
tion, are rather increaſed then abated: We being very ſenſible of the pꝛemiſſes, and well knows 
ing how farre we are obliged in Honour to maintaine the rights of Our Crowne, eſpectally of ſo 
great conſequence, haue thought it neceſſary, by the adutce of Our P2tute Countell, fo renew the 
afozeſaid reſtraint of Fiſhing vpon Our afozeſaid Coaſts and Seas, without Licence firſt obs 
tained from Us, and by thele pꝛelents to make publique Declaration, that Our reſolution is (at 
times conuentent) to keepe ſuch a competent ſtrength of Shipping vpon Our Seas, as may 
(by Gods bleſſing ) be ſufficient, both to Hinder ach farther encroachments bpon Dur Regas 
lities, and aſſiſt and pꝛotect thoſe Our good Friends and Allies, who ſhall hencefozth, by vertue 
of Dar Licences (to be firſt ovtaiged ) endeauour to take the benefit of Fiſhing vpon Dur 
Coaſts and Seas, in the places accuſtomed.
